them go."

First information from the Ningpo 
Junk, Pang-jin, since she left Hong- 
kong harbour on Saturday was re- 
ceived Inst night when Mr. A. J.

Seeking the Truth 

I- came here to tour the Orient 
to-learn what -1 could and to form 
some conclusion for my people at 
home jn order thnt some of the pro- 
piganda which Is flooding the coun- 
try could be put jn a better light. 
T hove served four years with the 
Callfornia Legislature and know 
something of the temperament of the 
American people. I have been on 
missions for my State that have 
taken me into most of the sister 
States and I think I can say I know 
all of them. The expression I can 
five you ip the expression of the 
American people, but I am spenking 
to-day solely as an ind$vidunt and not 
for nny political or propaganda 
purpose, . 


I came to the conclusion that since 
most Americans do not Iike to be 
thought presumptuous, I would not 
tall on Anglo-American problems 
but only on the problems of Americr, 
and you will see how, our preblems 
are like those of the Empire. 

The American people are to-day 
Roing through the greatest crisis in 
the history of the Republic. Never 
have we known such a type of Gov- 
emment as that we have to-day. It 
wag all brought about because of the 
depression in 1929 us a result of 
which the grent mass of the people 
pleaded for some form of economic 
security, und the New Deal, as we 
call it, came into existence six years 
ago. 

With the New Deal ene an entire- 
jy new system of philosophy ond for 
the first time, our democratic In- 
stitution as we know it ond ns it is 
written in the constitution, is actual- 
ly in Jeopardy. By our Constitution 
I mean that we have three great 
depariments, Executive, Lepisiative 
and Judicial, which should discharge 
all thelr functions sepurately and 
distinctly and without encroaching 
on cach other, and free from Execu- 
tive tyranny ond Legistative oppres- 
sion. But, as a result of this new 
social philosophy, our Congress has 
Rradually delegated its powers to 
the Executive so that our President 
in n time of peuce, has more power 
than any man who has ever Mved, 
The Government has also taken on 
a new job in injecting Itself into the 
social life of the community, and we 
are to-day more regulated than ever 
before in the 150 years of our belny. 


Controliing the Purse

Our problem Is to restore Congress 
to the American pcople; to elect 
people who. will stand jn the hills 
of Congress and express the wishes 
of the people fully and not be Inshed 
from the White ‘House as we say, 
on matters of policy. ‘The Jost clec- 
tlon showed a trend in that direction, 
and by.the next election Congress 
wiht be back functioning os it was 
intended to by the constitution, 

Our second problem concerns un- 
employment and relief. America has 
over nine million unemployed men 
and women and, despite the pouring 
of thousands of milions of dollars 
out of the public treasury into the 
public trough, as we might say, we 
find ourselves as badly off as we 
were six years ago, but also without 
forty billion dollars. We have not 
begun to solve the relief and un- 
employment problem, and something 
will have to be done. We cannot 
continue spending our way into 
propscrity, : 


Spending for Prosperity 


.As business men you will know 
what I mean by pourinst out money 
to make everybody happy and con- 
tent. That wus the New Deat philo- 
sophy—the more we spent the better 
{t would bo for all of us. 1 agree 
with .those in power when the 
Administration came into power six 
years ao, that as a temporary 
emergency measure, such v policy 
might have been all right. Things 
were In. a bad way, and when 
‘President Roosevelt tool oMce: in 
1932 things were in 2 worse way, and 
but for the fact that the Iresident 
used’ these emergency measures we 
might have had bloodshed at home. 
You cannot keep a nation hungry and 
satisfied; feed It ond it will be 
content. He did resort to extreme

The budget Is my third point, and 
It concerns the International ospect 
of America, As a nation we are not 
bothered as the British Cammon- 
wealth Is with internal toriffs and 
preferences, and it has alwnys struck 
me that some one of your Colonies 
and Dominions sets the short end of 
the stick in these things—somcone 
has to suffer, America has no tariff 
barriers between the States, for such 
are specifically prohibited In the 
Constitution, 

America is a great nation and has 
vast potential cconomic power ond 
resources, the surface of which has 
been barely scriped, and she is 
Interested in developing world 
markets. The philosophy which ts 
coming to the front to-day is to do 
this by reciprocal trade agreements 
with all nations. That is the first 
step to sweeping away barricrs and 
starting) world peace, ond Io am 
especinily anxious that we, who have 
the English language us a ccmmon 
basis on which to work, should be 
the first to unite In reciprocal ntree- 
ments, (Applnuse). 


The best evidence that, that Is a 
road to pence is the border between 
Canada ‘and America in which not 
a weapon can be see for over 3,000 
miles.

pics obedience in a young 
child) is unnatural, Modern 
mothers, knowing, this, and horrified 
by Victorian methods of forcing 
obedience through fear, ure some- 
times inclined to let young people 
do too much as they like, 

That, however, js only — serving, 
them badly, Children must begin by 
being forced to obey. The toddler 
who rans Into the road where there 
is danwer from traffic und refuses to 
return must be pieked up forcibly 


‘}and carried to safety. 


It is obviously the only line of 
conduct when a child is too young, 


But as he grows up to four or five 
years you should be able to pet: 
obedience without tears. The child 
by then should have begun to icara 
by experience that he ts better fur 
your control than he would be whh- 
out it, 

Automatic obedience can be faught 
to an infant quite casily, There are 
certain rules to be kept. (nsist on 
the regulor bath, regular feeding 
times, proper breathing, wd so 
forth. When -this is done, you will 
find it easler later, when you ‘have 
to tackle voluntary obedience. 


Don't Expect Too Much 


Too much cannot be expected of 
toddlers, but we can manage and 
understand them, Disobcdience may 
often be the result of belng tired 
or not quite well, 

Always male an effort not to grow 
aogry when on child does not.instantly 
obey, An agitated voice not only 
excites a child, but may make It 
diMecult to grasp your meaning, Try 
to see the child's point of view be- 
fore you think of punishment, What 
may seem utterly unimportant to an 
adult, may be terribly important {o 
the child. 

Only the very young child should 
be foreed to obey blindly. As soon 
as the age of reason is reached a 
child should obey because he wants | 
to. It Js casy to tench him to be 
punctual at meals, for instance, but 
you should‘aim at making hhn want 
to be punctual. Let him see that if 
he Js lite everybody starts cathy 
without him, Even if’ be govs a 
little short ance or twice it will dol 
him no harm,

SOUP- 
MAKING 


pe making of soups and broths 
has become a neglected art. 
Home-mnde soup is stimulating, and 
may be very nourishing. The most 
popular forms of soup are purecs, 
broths, and clear soups. 

In making any of these types of 
soup, care should be taken in the 
cholce of the ingredients, and all 
traces of fat should be removed froin 
any bones or meat, The meat should 
be soaked in salted water before it 
Is added to the stock. Bring any 
soup slowly to the boil and cook very 
gently for a lon time. . 

Any gariins used for thickening 
soups and broths should be welt 
washed before using. Dried veget- 
ables such as split peas or Icntila 
should) be soaked overnight if 
possible. Before ‘serving soup, re- 
move all traces of {nt from the top, 
Greasy soup ts very unappetising. 

Stock is the foundation of most 
soups. If you have no stock from 
tt previous meal, you can produce jt 
by mixing meat, bones, water, 
verctables, and Mavourings into a 
large saucepan and cooking: very 
slowly for three or four hours, 

When cooked, strain off the Hquid 
and allow it to cool. Ag it cools, 
remove all the fat. Stock made this 
way can be used as the basis of most 
soups, the added ingredients giving 
the soup its name. 


Pea Soup 


For making pea soup, stock from 
meat bones fs necessary; In the place 
of stock use the same quantity of 
water, Inpredients:—-2° currots, 2 
turnips, 2 onions, one head of selery, 
1 lb of split peas, & pints of water, 
some beef bones, a bacon bone or 
rind, one tablespoonful of flour, salt, 
pepper, and toast. 

Soat the peas overnight and wash 
them. = Place them ino saucepan 
with prepared bones, salt, and 
pepper, and bring very slowly to 
the boil, Add the vegetables, which 
have been, seperated or peeled, and 
then add the favouring. Cook tently 
until the peas and the vegetables 
are sok. Remove the bones and 
rub all the vegetables through a 
steve or wire strainer, Place the 
liquid and the veretable puree in 
eaucepan, Sur the Liquid) smooth 
paste in a ttle water, Add this to 
the soup and cook for about fve 
nmuinutes,

Well-informed quarters ure not 
surprised at the pound’s declining 
tendency, pointing out it has been 
freely forecast that sterling will move 
downward in the New Year ond if 
bear speculators had any doubts on 
this score they were soon. dispelled 
by the disclosure of British gold 
losses during the half year ending 
September 30 together with the 
large Increase In the budgetary de- 
Acit shown in the Exchequer returns 
for the first nine months of the-year. 

In addition to the = pressure 
exercised upon sterling by the de- 
mand for dollars, it was pointed out 
that steady repatriation of French 
capital fs atso playing a‘part as the 
Bank of France is dally arquiring

COLONY’S WEATHER 


Driest Twelfth Month For 
Forty-Three Years 


December in Hongkong was ab- 
normally dry, the only ruinfall re- 
corded being occasional slight drizzle, 
states the Royal Observatory monthly 
report, Although frequent sunny 
days were expcrienced, the month on 
the whole was more cloudy than 
usual. During tho first three weeks 
of the month temperatures were 
ahove normal; a fall {n temperature 
took place on the 26th., and from then 
unti? the 31st. the weather was cold. 

The mean temperature for the 
month war 04.7. deg. F. against o 
normal of 62.0 dcg. A maximum of 
78.2 deg. wns recorded on the Sth, 
and a minimum of 51.1 deg. on the 
30th. The mean relative humidity 
was 76 per cent., which fs 7 per cent. 
above normal. 


Sunshine amounted to 124 hours, 
which is 50 hours Jess than normal. 
The total rainfall was only 0.01 inch., 
iygalnst a normal of 1,15 inches. The 
deficiency of rainfall which was ¢x- 
perienced throughout almost the 
whole of 1033 continued until the 
end, and this year was the dricst 
recorded since 1895. ; 

The-maximum wind velocity In a 
gust recorded in December was 42 
m.p.h. at midnight on the 11th-12th.

“Wholesale Cutting On 
Tytam Hillside 


Nine men were charged before Mr.

Shanghai, Jon. 3. 

A shooting affray took place on 
Monday night on the highway at the 
edge of the International Settlement, 
when a police patrol encountered six 
bandits who opened with pistol fire 
when challenged. 

The police answered with a volicy 
of 6% bullets from sub-muachine guns 
and sawed-off shot guns, but the 
bandits managed to escape py flecing 
Into the open country beyond the 
Settlement limits.

GRANDEUR OF TACKLING 


This is where we purt company 
with’ our curmudgeon. He may

Is Your Child 
Obedient? 


MPLICIT obedience in a young 
child is unnatural, © Modern 
mothers, knowing this, and horrified 
by .Victorian methods of* forcing 
obedience through fear, are some- 
times inclined to let young people 
do too much os they like, 

That, however, jis only serving 
them badly, Children must begin by 
beings forced to obey. The toddler 
whe runs into the road where there 
is danger from traffle and refuses to 
return must be picked up forcibly 
and carricd to safety, 

It is obviously the only line of 
conduct when a child is too young 
to understand why he should obey. 
But as he grows up to four or five 
yearn you should be able to get 
obedience without tears, The chile 
by then should have beyun to icarn 
by experience that he js better for 
your control than he would be with- 
out it, . 

Automatic obedience can be laught 
to an infant quite casily. There are 
certain rules to be kept. insist on 
the regular bath, regular feeding 
times, proper breathing, and so 
forth. When thls js done, you will 
find It caster later, when you have 
te tackle voluntary obedience. 


Don't Expect Too Much 


Too much cannot be expecied of 
toddlers, but we can monage and 
understand them. Disobedience may 
often be the result of being tired 
or not quite well, 

Always make an effort not to grow 
angry when a child docs not instantly 
obey, An agitated voice not only 
excites a child, but may muke it 
difficult to grasp your meaning. Try 


| to see the child's point of view be- 


fore you think of punishment. What 
may scem utlerly unimportant to an 
adult, may be terribly important to 
the child, 

Only the very young child should 
be forced to obey blindly. As soon 
as the age of reason is reached a 
chiid should obey because he wants) 
to. It is casy to teach him to bey 
punctual at mens, for instance, but 
you should sim at making him want 
to be punctual, Let him see that if 
he js late everybody starts cating 
without him. Even if he goes a 
little short once or {wice it will do 
him no harm, 


Give Reasons for Commands 


Obvious reasons for doing things 
are not so apparent to a small child. 
Always explain to your child why he 
should do the things you tell him. 
Ifa. child js told to remove. his! 
muddy boots before coming Into the 
dining-room, and disobeys, it is wise 
to explain the reason why you gave 
the order, Tell him they make dirty 
marks on the carpet, and so on. Ik 
is only when a child disobeys through 
sheer Inzinesa or pique that punish- 
ment is called for, 

Obedience is best taught by setting 
a good example, and by speaking 
quietly and decidedly,

MIE making of soups and broths 
has become a neglected © ort. 

Home-made soup fs stimulating, and 
may be very nourishing. The most 
popular forms of soup are purces, 
broths; and clear soups. 5 

In making any of these types of 
soup, care should be token in the 
choice of the ‘ingredients, ond all 
traces of fat should be removed from 
nny bones or meat. The ment should 
be sonked in salted water before it 
ls added to the: stock. Bring any 
coun slowly to the boil and cook very 
ently for o long time. 

Any grains used for 
soups and broths should be well 
washed before using. Dried veyet- 
ables such as split peas or lentils 
should be soaked overnight Jf 
possible. Before serving soup, re- 
move ail traces of fat from the top. 
Greasy soup Is very unappetisings. 

Stock is the foundation of most 
soups. If you have no stock from 
n previous meal, you can produce it 
by mixing meat, bones, water, 
vegetables, and flavourings Into a 
large «saucepan and cooking very 
slowly for three or four hours, 

When cooked, strain off the Hquid 
and allow it to cool. As It cools, 
remove all the fat. Stock made this 
way can be used us the basis of most 
soups, the added ingredients giving 
the soup its name.

Pea Soup 


For making pea soup, stock from 
meat bones is necessary; in the place 
of stock use the same quantity of 
water, Ingredients:—-2 carrots, 2 
turnips,'2 onions, one head of selery, 
1 Ib of split peas, 5 pints of water, 
some beef. bones, n bacon bone or 
rind, one tablespoonful of flour, salt, 
pepper, and toast. . 

Soak the peas overnight and wash 
them. Place them in ® saucepan 
with prepared bones, salt, and 
pepper, and bring very slowly to 
the boll. Add the verctabies, which 
have been seperated or peeled, and 
then add the favouring” Cools gently 
until the peas ond the vegetables 
ure soft. Remove the bones and 
rub all the vegetables through a 
steve or wire strainer. Place the 
liquid and the vegetable puree in 
saucepan, Stir the Lquid smooth 
paste in a little water.’ Add this to 
the soup and cook for about five 
minutes, 

The addition of the flour is not 
so much to thicken the soup as to 
bind the thick and thin’ Mquids 
together. Place a ifttle dry or 
chopped mint on top and serve with 
small squures of dry tonst.

War WITH CHINA is costing 

Japan £1,000,000 a day— 
over £11 for every tick of the 
clock, s mill-stene. of half-a- 
crown to be added each morning 
to the necks of every man, wo- 
man and child residing on the 
small island off the coast of 
Asia, 


_ By the end of this year, the 
total cost of the “China In- 
cident” to Japan will be £600,- 
000,000—and that is war costs 
alone, : 


The American -War of In- 
dependence cost Britain and the 
United States £160,000,000. “The 
Franco-Prussian War of 1870 
cost £348,000,000. The Crimean 
War cost £308,000,000, 

Like everything else, the cost 
of warfare has progressed with 
civilisation. A few centuries 
ago it was a comparatively 
simple thing to order a Crusade 
or so, when the only replenish- 
ments needed were a few 
arrows, which grow on trees. 
Bombs and shells don’t grow on 
trees, and the explosion of even 
one small 100tb, bomb on a de- 
fenceless Chinese city represents 
the dissipation of what is a 
princely sum to a Japanese fac- 
tory worker. 

To the Japanese tax-payer, a 
bomb is a much’ more serious 
matter than it would be to the 
tax-payers ‘of ‘nations . where 
higher standards of living rule. 
A 100Ib, bomb or shell is the 
equivalent of .the wages 4 
Japanese manual worker carn in 
two, three or even four years. 
It is only four or five months’ 
wages for a Briton. . 

There seems some reason for 
asking, whether the Japanese 
civilian is capable of bearing for 
long those half-a-crown  mill- 
stones so cheerfully placed 
around their individual necks 
each morning by their war 
leaders, :

‘Ts Your Child 
Obedient? 


MPLICIT obedience in a young 
child is unnatural, Modera 
mothers, Knowing this, and horrified 
by Victorian methods of forcing 
obedience through fear, are some 
times inclined to let young pcople 
do too much aos they like, 

That, however. 1s only serving 
them badly. Children must begln by 
being forced to obcy. The toddicr 
who runs Into the rond where there 
is danger from traMe and refuses to 
return must be picked up forcibly 
ond cnrricd to safety. 

It ja obviously the only line of 
conduct when a child Js too young 
to understand why he should obey. 
But as he grows up to four or five 
years you should be able to get 
obedience without tears, The child 
by then should have begun to learn 
by experience that he is better -for 
your control ‘than he would be wit\- 
out it . 

Automatic obedience can be taught 
to an infant qulle easily. There are 
certain rules to be kept. insint on 
the regulor bath, regular [ceding 
tlmes, proper breathing, and so 
forth. When this Is done, you will 
find {it casicr later, when you have 
to tackle voluntary obedience, 


Don’t Expect Too Much 


1 Too much cannot be expected of 
toddlers, but we can manage and 
understand them, Disobedience may 
often be the result of being tired 
or noi quite well. 

Always make tn effort not to grow 
angry when a child does not instantly 
obey, An oyitated volce not only 
excites a child, but may make it 
diMcult to grasp your meaning. Try 
to see the child's. point of view be- 
fore you think of punishment. What 


.|may seem utterly unimportant to an 


adult, may be terribly important to 
the child. 

Only the very young child should 
be forced to obey blindly. As soon 
as the age of reason Js reached a 
child should obey because he wants 
te. It is casy to teach him to be 
punctual at meals, for instance, but 
you: should aim at maltng him want 
to be punctual, Let him sce that if 
he is late everybody starts cating 
without him, ven if he goes a 
little short once.or twice it will do 
him no harm, 


Give Reasons for Commands 


Obvious reasons for doing things 
are not so apparent to a small child. 
Always cxplaln to your child why he 
should do the -things you tell him. 
4 ts told to remove his 
muddy boots before coming into the 
dining-room, ond disobcys, it is wise 
to explain the reason why you fove 
the order. Telt him they make dirty 
marks on the carpet, and so on. It 
is only when o child disobeys through 
sheer Jaziness or pique that punish- 
ment is calied for. 

Obedience ts best taught by setting 
Qo good example, cand by speaking 
quictly and decidedly. 

When punishment Js given it should

Te making of soups ond broths 
hoa become a_ neglected - art. 
Home-made soup Is, stimulating, and 
may be very nourishing. The most 
popular forms of soup are purces, 
roths, and clear soups. 

In making any of these types of 
soup, care should be taken in the 
cholce of the Ingredients, and all 
traces of fat should be removed from 
any boncs or ment. The meat should 
be’ soaked In salted water before it 
is added to the stock. Bring any 
soup slowly to the boll and cook very 
gently for a long time. 

Any grains used for thickening 
soups und broths should be well 
washed before using. Dried vegct- 
ables’ such og split pens or lentils 
should be soaked overnight If 
possible, Before serving: soup, re- 
move all traces of fat from the top. 
Grensy soup Js very unappetising. 

Stock is the foundation of most 
soups, If you have. no «stock from 
tN previous meal, you can produce it 
by mixing. meat, bones, water, 
vegetables, and: flavourings into a 
large saucepan and cooking very 
slowly for three or four hours. 

When ‘cooked, strain off the iiquid 
and allow [i 16 ééd). As it cools, 
remove all the fat. Stock mado this 
way can be used ag the basis of most 
soups, the added ingredients giving 
the soup its name, 


Pea Soup 


For making pea soup, stock. from 
meat bones Is necessary; in the place 
of stock use the same quantity of 
water. Ingredients:—2 carrots, 2 
turnips, 2 onfons, one head of selery, 
1 1b of split peas, 5 pints of water, 
some beef bones, a bacon bone or 
rind, one tablespoonful of flour, salt, 
Pepper, and tonst, . : 

Sonlc the peas overnight and wash 
them. Ploce them in a saucepan 
with prepared bones, salt, . and 
pepper, and bring very slewly to 
the boil. Add the vegetables, which 
have, been seperated or peeled, and 


then add the flavouring. Cool gently } 


untll the peas und the vegetables 
are soft. Remove the bones and 
rub all the vegetables through a 
sieve or wire strainer. Place the 
liquid and the vegetable puree in 
saucepan, Stir the, liquid smooth 
paste in a‘little water. Add this to 
the soup and cook for about five 
minutes, 

The addition of the flour is not 
s0 much to thicken the soup as to 
bind the thick and thin LUquids 
toyicther. Place’ o “llttle dry or 
chopped mint on top and serve with 
small squares of dry toast.

POUND DECLINES 


Retreat From Sterling 
Intensified — . 


London, Jan. 3. 


The retreat from sterling which 
developed in intensity after the 
Christinas holldays continued to be 
in evidence to-day. With continental 
centres again open after the New 
Year holiday, the pound met a fresh 
wave of selling which drove down’ 
the sterling-dollar rate to 4.0318 o8 
compared with 4.0368 last night. 
Pressure, however, is described only 
as moderate and spasmodic inter- 
vention by the Exchange Fund 
sufficed to maintain on orderly 
decline. 


Well-informed quarters ar¢ not 
surprised at the pound’s declining 
tendency, pointing out it has been 
frecly forecast that sterling will move 
downward in the New. Year and ff 
bear speculators had any doubts on 
this score.they were soon dispelled 
by the disclosure of British gold 
losses during the half year ending 
September 30 together with the’ 
large increase in the budgetary de- 
ficit shown in the Exchequer returns 
for the first nine months of the year. 


In addition to the pressure 
exercised upon sterling by the de 
mand for dollars, it was pointed out 
that steady repatriation of French 
capital fs also playing a part os the 
Bank of France is daily acquiring 
large amounts of sterling which it 
converts to gold.—Reuter, 


COLONY’S WEATHER 


Driest Twelfth Month For 
Forty-Three Years 


December in Hongkong was ab- 
normally dry, the only rainfall re- 
corded being occastonal slight drizzle, 
states the Royal Observatory monthly 
report. Although frequent sunny 
days were experienced, the month on 
the whole was more cloudy than 
usual, During the first three weeks 
of the month temperatures were 
ubove normal; a fall in temperature 
toul place on the 26th., and from then 
untll the 31st. the weather was cold, 


The mean temperature for the 
month wus 64.7 deg. F. against a 
normal of 62.9 deg. A maximum of 
18.2 deg. was recorded on the Sth., 
ond o minimum of 51.1 deg. on the 
30th. The meon relative humidity 
was 76 percent, which is 7 per cent. 
above normal, 


Sunshine amounted to 124 hours, 
which is 50 hours less than normal. 
The total rainfall was only 0.01 inch., 
against a normal of 1.15 inches. The 
deficiency of rainfall which wus ex- 
perienced throughout almost the 
whole of 1938. continued until the 
end, and this year was the driest 
recorded since 1895. 

The maximum wind velocity in u 
gust recorded in December was 42 
m.p.h, at midnight on the 11th-12th.
